The August issue of The American Philatelist (American Philatelic Society, 
Inc. monthly journal) contains an excellent article by Charles J. G. Verge 
on "How to Exhibit in Canada". The article is directed to APS members 
worldwide but, excluding the section on customs, is equally useful to 
Canadian residents. The article points out stamp exhibits are exempt 
from Goods & Services Tax in accordance with Canadian customs tariff 
item exemption number 9819.00.00 as follows: 


Goods (including philatelic material) Imported only for 
display at a convention or public exhibition at which .. 
.. the goods are displayed, if they are classified by 
Customs under tariff item 9819.00.00 tliey may be 
temporarily imported free of duty and the GST for a 
period not exceeding six months. 


Suggestions are made for properly marking an exhibit if it is being 
shipped as well as having the pertinent information available with the 
exhibit if it is being carried. The remainder of the article also provides 
much useful information and a copy would be an excellent addition to 
your reference file. In connection with BNAPEX '91, Chris McGregor sent 
all exhibitors from outside Canada a letter providing similar information. 
A copy of the letter is part of my travel file on any trip to a Canadian 
show. The Verge article has been added to the file. 


There were comments in issues 9 & 10 of Vol. П on the need for a single 
source for Canadian domestic and international postal rate information. 
At the time it was pointed out such a book covering U. S. domestic rates 
was promised for the spring of 1994.

WHO IS FRANK WHITEHOUSE 
AND HOW DID HIS PICTURE 
GET ON A CANADIAN STAMP? 


By Jerome C. Jarnick 


Who is Frank Whitehouse? In addition to being an active philatelist, Frank Whitehouse, Jr. 
is an Associate Professor of Microbiology at the Ann Arbor campus of the Untversity of 
Michigan. He was a bomber pilot in World War Il, later earning his B.A. and M.D. degrees 
from the University of Michigan. He was a Fulbright lecturer in microbiology from 1979-80, 
and is the executive director of the National Association of Advanced Health Professionals. 
His philatelic interests are wide ranging covering a number of countries. Postal history and 
postal markings are a special interest. He's exhibited his collections extensively. His study 
of the Detroit and Algonac R.F.D. and R.P.O. service is well known among collectors. 


In January, when Canada Post issued the Quick Stick Greeting Stamp booklet, Dr. 
Whitehouse started thinking about the possibilities this issue provided. Canada Post had 
indicated that the frame constituted the stamp and that they really didn't care what 
appeared in the center. Dr. Whitehouse toyed with several possibilities, and then realized 
that a portrait of himself would be the ultimate. In his career, Whitehouse has found his 
role as an educator to be the most rewarding. Working with some graphic artists at the 
University, they soon came up with a vignette of Whitehouse, with the wording "Educator" 
at the top and "Frank Whitehouse, Jr MD" at the bottom. This was reduced, reproduced 
on self-stick paper similar to that used in the production of the Quick Stick Greetings 
booklet, and die cut to the size of the special occasion stickers. Placing one of the vignettes 
in the Quick Stick Greeting frames results in a Canadian stamp bearing Whitehouse's 
portrait, thanks to a bit of "do-it-yourself" ingenuity.

CANADIAN PHILATELY - SPECIALIZED SUBJECT CATALOGS 
by: John D. Arn 


The last issue of the newsletter discussed general purpose Specialized 
Catalogs for Canadian Stamps. These catalogs cover all regularly issued 
stamps and, to varying degrees, the recognized varieties. 


This issue will start to cover the next "layer" of catalogs. These are 
catalogs specializing in a particular subject area. The subject may be 
quite extensive or not but in all cases the scope of coverage presented is 
in far greater detail than is available in the general purpose catalog even 
if the general purpose catalog recognizes the subject. 


Special subject catalogs appeal to at least three groups of collectors. 
First, the specialized Canadian general collector - anyone collecting all 
facets of Canadian philately. A second group are those specializing in 
the subject material covered by the specialized catalog. For example; 
Booklets or Perfins,, etc. The last group are those specializing in 
various issues of Canada but are not attempting to collect all possible 
facets. For example: the Elizabethan II Classical period (Karsh, Wilding 
& Cameo issues) or the Caricature and Landscapes. 


While these catalogs cover their subject as it applies to Canadian 
philately, the comments here will identify the application of the subject 
to the Elizabethan II period. 


CANADIAN TAGGED ERRORS AND TAGGED PERFINS by Ken Rose. 
The third edition, printed in Dec. 1987 is the current and most recent. A 


copy is required if interest in fluorescence and tagging is more than 
casual. Scott numbering system is used. A chart depicting the types of 
tagging errors is pictured. Values, both mint and used are assigned. The 
fluorescent classification system is explained and data is provided to 
permit building a reference/comparison fluorescence guide. Also 
included is a check list of Perfins with Winnipeg tagging as well as 
Ottawa general tagging. Initial tagging experiments started in 1954 on 
the Wilding issues. As a result the entire catalog pertains to material in 
the Elizabethan II period. 


CANADIAN STAMPS with PERFORATED INITIALS edited by J. С. 
Johnson/ G. Tomasson. The catalog was prepared by the BNAPS Perfin 
Study Group. The fourth edition, copyright 1985 is the current and most 
recent. PERFINS (postage stamps with initials or other markings) of the 
firm or individual perforated into the stamp were prevalent from 1895 up 
until about the time the current catalog was released. There may be a 
machine or two still in use but to all intents and purpose their need has 
given way to the postal meter machines. Perfins alone are a large field 
and have a large following. The catalog contains an excellent explanation 
(Con't on page 16)

Joseph Monteiro's current project is a study of the Elizabethan II 
classical definitive issues (Karsh, Wilding & Cameo).

Scott #605 Hibrite - An Unlisted Variety 


A Winnipeg collector, Elmore Von Hagen, via Rick Penko, sent along 
these two pairs of Scott No. 605 - the 10¢ Coil in the Caricature series. 
Both pairs are from the same town: Langbank, Sask. as shown by the 
POCON cancel (#548308). 





They were found on letters dated one day apart in 1978. The stamps are 
perforated 10 and under the UV light are definitely in the upper end of 
the fluorescence range. I would classify both pairs as high fluorescent 
and undoubtedly others, including the owner, would choose Hibrite. For 
me they need a bit more brilliance for Hibrite classification but, being 
used, they well may be Hibrite. (Used copies just do not have the same 
fluorescence shade as existed when they were mint never hinged). 
Regardless, they are unique and are unlisted. It is reported continued 
searching during the past 15 years has failed to produce another copy. 
The five major studies of the Caricatures have produced seven 
fluorescent classifications: 3 - Dull; 2 - Dead; 1 - None & 1 Low. All 
are a long way from the two pairs shown here. All copies in my stock 
confirm the findings of the studies. Readers are urged to report any 
varieties with a UV reading higher than Low Fluorescence and 
especially in the High/Hibrite range.
